To follow up on John's excellent advice, I would like to add the following: 


Anti-virus software with a subscription to update virus definitions does not 
provide optimum protection, only one phase of it. 

I don't belive there is such a thing as complete protection but there are ways of 
getting close to that goal. 


1) For Microsoft Windows users, make sure you apply the latest operating system 
security updates to your operating system. I treat this as fixing some problems 
right at source. Microsoft has come to realize that their golden goose of profits 
called Windows is in jeopardy of loosing market share as a result of lost 
productivity due to its susceptibility by virus attacks. These days Microsoft are 
more security conscious than ever before but there is still a long road ahead for 
them. 


2) Use a software firewall such as Zone Alarm. The basic version is free for the 
download. <http://www.zonelabs.com/store/content/home.jsp> Among one of the 
features is the fact that you teach the firewall as to what applications can 
communicate with the Internet. It will then tell you when something in you PC is 
trying to contact the Internet without authorization. 


3) Use a "malware" detection/cleaner application to detect the presence of 
"nasties" such as: 


a) hijackers (some of these can turn your PC into a remote controlled SPAM 
transmitting machine) 

b) adware (display of unwanted ads) 

c) spyware (collects info about your PC habits and then sends them off to some 
3rd party. Another member of this family known as a ‘keyboard logger' is 
especially bad. This malware records a user's keystrokes then sends the info to 
an unauthorized party. Anyone who uses their PC for on-line banking should think 
about this one. Scary stuff, isn't it?) 


The variations of a , b and c are too numerous to list here. Your favourite A/V 
software or firewall cannot detect every variant of malware. I just found a 
"nasty" in my PC two days ago. It was spyware designed to look for "cached" 
passwords then send them to a third party. This humbled me because I thought I 
had a fairly secure fortress around this PC. 


An example of a malware detection application is Spybot. Another is "Adware Away 
V2.2.5" available from the TUCOWS site: http://www.tucows.com 


The very last line of defence is to learn about basic issues dealing with 
computer security. This has saved my hide on numerous occasions. The most basic 
example of that is not to open any e-mail attachment from parties unknown. 
Another and not so evident one is to avoid "freebies" from the Internet. This is 
the method where PC users xvoluntarily*x let the nasties into your PC regardless 
of how well its protected. While you are busing using the new toy, you might not 
know that it arrived with a payload of malware. 


Recently I read in a computer security newsletter that a brand new PC without 
xanyx A/v protection or such will become infected by a virus/worm within 20 
minutes of being connected to the Internet. Some food for thought.

The esteemed Herbert M. Rosenthal has said: 


If you are connected by cable HSN or phone DSL, you might consider installing a 
router to prevent hacking. They cost about $50 and they connect between your 
modem and computer. 


The IP address that is seen from the cable side of your modem (the potential 
hacker) is that of the router and not your computer, and the hacker cannot 
‘enter' your computer to do nasty things. 


The D Link model DI-604 was recommended to me by the local Apple factory guru. 
To date, and before installing the router, I have had no problem on any of my 
MACs, but we MAC users know it is only a matter of time. This includes using 
Explorer from time to time, along with Netscape Messenger and Communicator-no 
problem. 


I also checked with my cable provider, COMCAST snd their techs also highly 
recommend a router (of any brand). 


This is not a paranoid thing, the router, but it's better than giving up your 
computer to a weirdo.

I am running Sun Solaris 9 on Sun Ultra hardware on a 4-box local LAN. 
High speed internet access is through a local service, using a radio 
link. The local access provider is a Windows-only shop, no in-house 
Mac/Linux/Unix talent, so I was on my own doing the setup at my end. 


Their service agreement specifies a firewall as a "must have." They 
are selling Linksys and Netgear units. I rejected the Linksys because 
of a "requires Windows for setup" line in the description, and felt 
that the Netgear firewall-router was rather expensive for the job, 
although it would otherwise have been ideal. Instead, I ended up with 
a D-Link DI-808HV, which is a firewall with an 8-port 10/100 
router---no modem or radio link. 


One thing I've had to deal with all along is that if you're not using 
Windows, you're on your own, with consumer computer equipment. D-Link 
claimed their unit would work with Linux and Unix, but unless you know 
networking setups, you won't find much in the cryptic docs sent with 
the unit and nothing from their tech support. 


I did set up a Solaris system as a router and used it to check out the 
installation. However, an off-the-shelf Solaris installation visible 
on the network gets hacked by the script kiddies, who install rootkits 
on the machine, and hardening a default Solaris installation requires 
a bunch of work and isn't bulletproof. The hardware firewall gives a 
lot better protection, and I've run some tests that show that while it 
may be possible to punch through the firewall (the only ultimate 
protection is to disconnect the cable to the outside), my Solaris 
boxes are invisible to the script kiddies. 


I also consider running a 10-watt no-fan box a real plus compared to 
running a 100-watt computer with fans as a firewall/router. 


Running Solaris on Sparc hardware pretty well guarantees that I can't 
be infected by E-mail attachments, although using an old flat-file 
mailreader (elm) is also a major defence. I do Usenet through another 
old flat-file program (trn). 


As a web viewer, Mozilla seems to work pretty well. There are web 
sites that won't display on anything but Windows. I've had a couple 
of episodes of computer loading that went away after I purged cookies, 
Could not find anything permanent from these, but its clear to me that 
aggressive cookie management is the order of the day, even if not 
using Microsoft software. 


Running a "real Unix" on non-Intel hardware may not be everybody's 
bag, particularly in a world that thinks that Internet and Microsoft 


are synonymous. You've got to be your own "pro" at administration. 
Linux on and Intel system may be simpler, but it's still got to be 
administered. When consumers ask me what I'd recommend, I suggest 
Mac, although it's been years since I saw or used one. 


In short, as Herb has pointed out, $100 spent on a hardware 
firewall/router is well worth it. But it gives no protection against 
all of the Microsoft mail and web problems, as simply using the 
programs on your equipment lets the nasties walk right through the 
firewall.

Another small tip: 


For any folks which use a DSL connection and don't have a firewall or router *xand* 
leave their PC connected to the 'Net 24 hours x 7 days a week, I would recommend 
stopping the access client when the computer is not in use. It doesn't cost 
anything 

and this simple practice reduces the amount of time the PC is actually exposed to 
the Internet. For PC's which have more protection, this is not applicable.

There are all kinds of system users out there. Too many of them 
were built before organized crime invaded cyberspace (Computerworld 
August 30, 2004). Unprotected computers become a way to break the 
trail leading back to criminals. 


These days, an antivirus program is a must. I prefer Norton but 

am intrigued by Sophos. As it happens, my ISP (local) installed 
Postini, which catches most of the spam and all of the viri, so far. 
Norton stands ready to catch anything missed, but hasn't found 

one since Postini became active. 


My wife used to forget to hang up the modem. We had some trouble 
with virus warnings until I removed the share permission for the 
entire C drive. Now we each have one shared folder for transfers 
that is otherwise kept empty. Nothing is likely to happen because 
we both use strong passwords (letters, numbers and punctuation). 

You must use a password. Write it down and stick it on the monitor. 
It's the creeps outside your home that you must keep it secret from. 


We got DSL two months ago. Qwest supplied an ActionTec modem to 
work with their modulation scheme. It came with a feature called 
Network Address Translation (NAT). This one feature stops the scans 
for unprotected computers. No configuration required. My ISP gives 
the modem a network address, and the modem assigns local (not 
Internet) addresses to my computers with DHCP. There have been no 
attempts to scan my systems, as reported by Norton Firewall. 


NAT will not stop unwanted access to the ‘net. The firewall warns 
me, but there aren't many warnings. You have to ask for a malware 
program - possibly by replying to a spammed offer to reduce spam. 
I use Outlook (not express, no preview pane) and I don't open mail 
that I don't recognize. There are worms that use recent names and 
subjects for their attempts to spread, so an antivirus program is 
still necessary. Postini caught the bogus messages from Jack and 
the list wouldn't send them. 


Bottom line: If you have high-speed access, you need NAT. You still 
need passwords, antivirus and firewall software. You need to use 
automatic update to keep the antivirus and firewall software current. 
You need to check your protection because there is malware that will 
disable your protection if you run it. If you have a guessable (or 
no) password, then the malware can be run remotely by the criminal. 


Ob BA: Radio communication can be jammed, but a criminal can't 
hijack your transmitter.
